LOPED FOR HIS INTEGRITY.

B o w , <% Child or the Devil," W u Kind 
to the Boy Who Wanted to t e a m . 


The oft told and praiseworthy Btory 
about tbe sterling quality of George 
Washington's truthfulness when a lad. 
and the straightforward confession, " I 
cannot tell a lie, father; I did it with 
my little hatohet," that have made the 
Father of His Country the idol of boyish 
hearts stands not alone as an example 
of American youthful integrity. 


Another lad, when punishment as 
keenly dreaded confronted him and a 
father more irate than George's parent 
is ever pictured to have been, stood bold­ 
ly forth when questioned and acknowl­ 
edged himself the onlprit. This other 
boy was Horace Greeley, and the story 
is an interesting one.

"Does he not forgive much to those 
who are kind and intelligent?" 


"Why do yon ask?" still inquired the 
father. 


"Well, I think Mr. Scaggs is both 
kind and intellectual, and I somehow 
hoped the good Lord would overlook his 
smoking and not going to meeting." 
The old man at once grew stern, ques­ 
tioned young Horaoe regarding his so- 
lioitnde for their neighbor, and eventu­ 
ally the secret of the boy's Visits and 
studies was brought to light Mr. Gree 
ley forbade his son to go near old Soaggs 
again, denounced Latin books as im­ 
pious reading and. threatened the lad 
with the strap 


Horace Greeley, after he got to be the 
editor of a big New York newspaper, 
used to tell the story With muoh feeling. 


"After being forbidden old Soaggs'

The old man was tearful and gave me 
the worn volume of Cioero as a parting 
gift 
Of course I got a licking for that 
visit also, but I had .seen my old friend 
and bad my beloved Latin reader but­ 
toned tightly beneath my waistcoat I 
honored my father always," Mr. Greeley 
ooriofnded, "but I never forgave him 
those lashings. He was a intra Presby­ 
terian and oonld not tolerate Sabbath 
breaking. He was a mighty good man, 
but when I tfciokof those whippings" 
—and then Mr. Greeley usefl "to squirm, 
muoh to the delight of his listeners. 


I am the ancient Aryan, 
And you have done me wrong.

He was small

Watch Competition*. 


Very few people know that there are, 
in connection with the Geneva watoh 
trade, competitions involving very large 
sums of money, a goodly proportion of 
whioh finds its way into England. 


A oertain number of watchmakers at 
Geneva nominate oertain dealers in 
England who shall hold competition 
watches made by the former, and the 
names of such dealers are agreed to by 
the whole of the said makers. 
Prizes 
ranging from £800 downward are given 
to the makers whose partioular watches 
shall keep the best time and remain in 
the finest condition dnring 13 months. 


The English dealers who hold the 
watches during tbe 12 months have to 
keep a daily record in regard to the loss 
or gain of time evidenced by their 
charges, and they are of oonrse in abso­ 
lute honor bound to keep a correct one 
and not to tamper with the watches be« 
yond winding them. No given maker's 
watoh in the competition bears any 
name or distinctive mark other than pe­ 
culiarities of construction by whioh the 
name of the maker oan be identified by 
the holder. The watches are of the 
usual kind manufactured for trading 
purposes and not mere "exhibition" 
watches, and the holder of eaah prize 
winner receives one-half of the award.

BADGER AND 8UCKER. 


the Wmj Til hurts aad Wlseonain Cam* to 
Oat That* Wtntmam—, 


"If there bad been no badgers In 
Wisconsin," said a native of that state, 
"Wisoonain would not be known as the 
Badger State, and yet it did not reoelve 
the name because badgers were there. 
There were Very few White people in 
Wisoonsin territory in its early days, 
the population being confined to the 
military posts, the missionary and trad­ 
ing stations, and the lead mining re­ 
gions in the- southwestern part of the 
territory. 
The miners were of two 
ol asses, men who worked the mines all 
the year round and men who oame np 
from the Illinois oountry in-the spring 
and worked until the fall, when they 
returned to their prairies and groves. 
The miners who were permanent dwell­ 
ers in the region didn't bother to put np 
cabins or even huts. In faot, material 
for snob dwellings was not abundant 
They simply dug holes in the sides of 
the' hills large enough to give them 
room to sleep and 000k in. Nowadays 
those burrows would perhaps be called 
dugouts, bnt as they olosely resembled 
the subterranean homes of the badgers 
they were promptly called badger holes, 
and the miners who oooupied them were 
called badgers. 


"Any one who oares to tramp through 
that part of Wisoonsin today will oome 
upon deep excavations in the rocks— 
regular quarry holes bearing every evi­ 
dence of having been made long ago. 
And so they were. 
Some of them were 
excavated 60 years ago and mora They 
were the work of the lead miners who 
went np from Illinois in the spring to the 
mining region. 
They, being there only 
for a short season, did not mine by dig­ 
ging shafts, as the pormanent miners 
did, nor did they live in burrows. They 
blasted the surface rook, making large 
pits by their work, seeking what was 
called the float lead and ore that was 
easily obtained near the top. They oo­ 
oupied the pits they made, as the other 
miners did their hillside burrows. 


"Owing to the similarity of the mi­ 
grations of these quarry miners to those 
of that familiar fish whioh goes up 
stream in the spring and down again in 
the fall they soon became known as 
snokers, and their pits in the rooks were 
called suoker holes. In the course of 
years the names badger and suoker oame 
to be applied to the entire people of 
Wisoonsin and Blinds. Many of the 
original badgers and suckers became the 
leading oitiaens of their respective lo­ 
calities and helped make the oountry's 
history. When Wisoonsin was admitted 
to the Union, the badger was placed on 
her coat of arms in recognition of this 
faot, and it was from the miners who 
quarried In the rooks of Wisconsin that 
Illinois got her name of the Suoker 
State. "—New York Sun.

The Blow Old Process by Which the Fianoy 
Edge* Are Made. 


Almost ever ainoe the first books were 
made the fashion of marbleizing the 
edges of many of them has been in 
vogue. It used to be, however, that only 
the most expensive volumes —• those 
bound in full oalf and elaborately let­ 
tered—had their edges thus garnished, 
but now snoh finishing is left, for the 
most part, for ledgers, daybooks and 
other blank books intended for business 
use. 


Though long before gilt edges were 
thought of the ornamenting of the plain 
white edges of books to imitate marble 
was popular, there has been little or no 
change in the process since its first in­ 
troduction. 


It is generally supposed that all suoh 
details have oome under the stamp of 
the bookmaker's art until there is noth­ 
ing left in them to remind one of their 
first and earliest days, but not with 
marbling. As time has gone on the pop­ 
ularity of this method of embellishing 
paper has grown less. 
Consequently 
there has been no need to devise means 
by whioh it oould be more speedily done. 
There have been some improvements in 
the original methods, but most book­ 
binders still stick to the old way as 
good enough. 


Instead of books whizzing through 
machinery one after another and taking 
on their marbled edges in some mysteri­ 
ous manner, as might be supposed, each 
book is taken by hand separately and 
the leaves dipped, tightly held together, 
into the liquid that marks their edges 
with the many oolored little veins, be­ 
fore the covers are put on. 


A trough about two inches deep is 
filled with gum water, on the surface of 
which various oolored pigments have 
been thrown and disposed in various 
forms with a oomb and coarse wire teeth. 


The cans of liquid paint are ranged 
along the sides of the trough, and from 
them the paint is taken by dipping into 
them long, soft hairbrushes that are 
held over the water and allowed to drip. 
One color is put down right over the 
other, and the wide, ooarse oomb drag­ 
ged through them. The books are ex­ 
tremely dexterously dipped into the wa­ 
ter, and the colors adhering to their 
edges are set by dashing cold water over 
them. But one of the three edges at a 
time can be maTbleized and set up on 
end to dry before the book oan be han­ 
dled again for another dipping. 
Thus 
the variegated edges of books and mar­ 
bled papers for the sides and covers of 
them are produced. 


The prooess may seem a little slow, • 
but it answers all the needs that the 
bookbinder finds for it—St Louis Re­

SPEED OF WILD DUCKS AND GEESE. 


The Ducks Hake Over Sixty-six Mile* am 
Hoar and Outfly the Geese. 
Of all the migratory birds the Ameri­ 
can wild pigeon and blaok duok are well 
up toward the front as regard long and 
rapid flight The speed of the pigeons 
oan only be estimated, while that of the 
ducks oan be established by observation. 
Some years ago the writer and a scien­ 
tific friend measured off on the shore of 
a large western river a line exactly three 
miles long, and each took a station at 
opposite ends of the line. The objeot 
was to note, by means of preoonoerted 
signals, the time a flock of wild ducks 
took in passing up or down the river, 
near the stations. 


During three hours on the morning 
of a bright October day, observations 
were noted of the times of passing the 
stations of nine different flocks. Dpon 
comparing watohes it was found that 
the average time was 2 minutes and 42 
seconds, thus showing the speed per 
hour to be 66% miles, or one mile in 04 
seconds. As showing how uniform was 
their flight, a' difference was found of 
only five seoonds between the greatest 
and the least intervals of time. 


As numerous flocks of wild geese 
were daily flying in the same neighbor­ 
hood observations were also taken to test 
their hourly speed. Two points twenty- 
nine and one-third miles apart were se­ 
lected, both of whioh were connected by 
telegraph. We succeeded in identifying 
four out of seven flooksywhioh passed 
over both places during the four days 
we were on the watch. The mean hour­ 
ly speed was found to be a fraction over 
54 miles. The wild goose has been long 
supposed to be the swiftest of all water 
fowl, but this experiment shows that he 
is far behind the wild 
duok.—New 
York World.
